Student  Petition  Gets  500  Signatures; 
Units  Should  ‘Clean  Up  or  Get  Out’

Brigham  Young  University  students  will  vote  on  the 
long-smouldering  question  of  whether  or  not  they  want 
social  units  in  the  coming  studentbody  elections. 

A SURPRISE  PETITION  is  being  circulated  asking 
hat  the  question  of  continuance  of  social  units  on  campus 
be  put  to  vote.  It  quickly  gatliered  enough  signatures  to  place 
it  on  the  ballot.  More  than  500  students  have  already  signed 
the  petition. 

The  petition  was  circulated  by  a group  of  students  who 
said  their  purpose  was  to  get  the  social  units  to  either 
“clean  up  or  get  off  campus.” 

GEORGE  MAN GAN,  a spokesman  of  the  group,  said 
their  action  started  with  several  complaints  they  had  re- 
ceived of  violations  of  rush  pro- 
cedures and  unit  activities.  Oth- 
ers of  the  committee  feel  that 
the  theory  of  social  units  is  not 
in  keeping  with  the  philosophy 
of  the  university. 

Mangan  was  Chief  Justice  of 
the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  last 
semester  and  is  a member  of 
the  court  this  semester.

If  the  majority  of 
the  students  voting  vote  to  dis- 
continue social  units,  then  we 
request  that  the  proper  actio* 
be  taken  immediately  to  remove 
all  social  units  from  this  cam- 
pus.” 

Should  the  measure  be  pass-., 
ed  by  majority  vote  of  the  stu- 
dents, it  will  still  not  necess- 
arily mean  banishment  of 
units,  according  to  Mangan. 
"It  will  serve  as  a mandate  to 
units  to  either  clean  up  or  face 
extinction,”  he  said. 

Among  signers  of  the  petition 
were  many  social  unit  members. 

The  question  apparently  will 
now  be  put  before  students  dur- 
ing election  of  studentbody  of- 
ficers. According  to  the  ASBYU 
constitution,  only  five  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody  is  required 
to  sign  the  petition,  which 
means  there  are  already  enough 
to  put  it  on  the  ballot.

The  Educated  Wallflower

All  too  seldom  in  this  column  is  found  a worthy  quo- 
tation— perhaps  the  following  by  John  Ruskin  will  ])e  of 
value: 

“Education  does  not  mean  teaching  people  what  they 
do  not  know.  It  means  teaching  them  to  behave  as  they  do 
not  behave.  It  is"  not  teaching -the  youth  the  shapes  of  let- 
ters and  the  tricks  of  numbers,  and  then  leaving  them  to 
turn  their  arithmetic  to  rougery,  and  their  literature  to  lust. 
It  means,  on  the  contrary,  training  them  into  the  perfect 
exercise  and  kingly  continence  of  their  l)odies  and  .souls.  It 
is  painful,  continual  and  difficult  work  to  be  done  by  kiml- 
ness,  by  watching,  by  warning,  by  precept,  and  by  praise, 
but  above  all — ^by  example.” 

Equally  seldom  does  the  student  ponder  these  ideas  or 
even  care  about  th.em — his  real  purpose  at  this  institution. 
Sad  this  is.  but  far  sadder  is  that  perhaps  never  has  the  in- 
structor thought  on  these  things. 

Why  is  a teacher? — at  grammer  school  'or  university 
liis  goal  is  th.e  same : to  turn  individuals  into  the  perfect  ex- 
ercise and  kingly  continence  of  their  bodies  and  souls.  But 
why  is  an  instructor?  Let  us  divide  our  thoughts  between 
those  who  teacii  or  train  and  those  who  only  instruct  or 
give  information  in  the  classroom.  A teacher  is  an  educator; 
an  instructor,  only  a lecturer. 

***** 

Would  it  be  amiss  to  look  about — at  BYU — and  separate 
out  those  who  teach.  And  return  their  kindness  and  praise 
and  reflect  their  example.  Or,  on  the  other  hand,  weed  out 
those  who  “lecture”  and  rid  ourselves  of  them.  However,  it 
may  be  that  if  this  were  to  occur,  the  name  BY'U  would  have 
to  return  to  the  original  BYA  and  the  school  to  its  original 
size. 

There  are  those  who  would  indeed  praise  their  profes- 
sors— or  one  of  them.  But  what  would  be  the  criteria.  Be- 
cause a professor  is  likeable  is  not  sufficient  qualification, 
though  th-is  be  necessary.  Further  qualifications  are  legion. 
For  a true  professor  is  a great  and  noble  man.  And  he  does 
a work  which  is  superior  to  most  others.  Could  someone  then 
point  one  out!  •

ARTICLE  IV— JUDICIARY

( 1 ) A justice  shall  be  a member  of  the  student  association. 

(2)  Justices  shall  have  attended  Brigham  Y’oung  University  two  semesters 
prior  to  appointment. 

(3)  A justice  shall  not  be  an  execu4ive  nor  legislative  officer  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University. 

(4)  .All  justices  shall  be  required  to  pass  a test  of  the  .constitution  prior  to 
the  assumption  of  office  which  shall  be  administered  as  designated  by 
law. 

Section  III:. Appointment 

The  President  shall  appoint  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  upon  the 
consent  of  the  senate.  The  justices  of  inferior  courts  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President  upon  consent  of  the  senate  unless  otherwise  designatod  bv  law. 

ARTICLE  V— ADDITIONAL  DEP.ARTMENTS  OF  THE  STUDENT 
ASSOCIATION 

Section  I:  Associated  Men  Students  and  .Associated  Women  Students 
(.1)  Officers  of  Associatefl  Men  Students  (AMS),  elected  by  and  represent- 
ing male  students,  shall  be  those  designated  in  the  AMS  Constitution. 
Officers  of  Associated  Women  Students  (.4WS).  elected  bv  and  repre- 
senting female  students,  shall  be  those  designated  in  the  AlUS  Consti- 
tution. Said  constitutions  shall  be  ratified  by  the  ASBYU  Senate. 

(2)  Officers  of  AMS  and  AH’S  shall  perform  such  duties  as  designated  by 
tlie  studenlbodv  president  or  by  law. 

(3)  Officers  of  A.\/S  and  AWS  shall  be  required  to  pass  a test  on  the  con- 
stitution prior  to  assumption  of  office.  This  test  shall  be  prepared  and 
administered  as  designated  by  law. 

Section  II:  Inter;Organi7.ation  Council 
1 ) Membership  ' 

All  duly  recognized  student  organizations  shall  be  members  of  tHe  In- 
ter-Organization Council,  to  be  represented  by  their  respective  presi- 
dents or  their  appointed  representatives. 

(2)  Powers  and  Limitations 

a.  The  Inter-Organization  Council  (IOC)  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  \ 
matters  governing  student  organizations,  except  there  shall  be  not  \ 
infringement  on  the  powers  and  limitations  defined  in  Articles  II.  ' 
HI.  and  IV  of  this  Constitution. 

b.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Inter-Organization  Council  shall  be  vested 
in  one  judicial  court  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  ihe'senate  may 
from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 

c.  The  judicial  pouer  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and  equity,  aris- 
undrr  t-His  constitution,  the  IOC  Constitution,  and  laws  established 
by  the  government  of  the  ASBYU.  which  affect  member  organiza- 
tions. .All  IOC  courts  shall  be  inferior  to  the  supreme  cort  as  pro- 
vided in  .Article  IV  of  this  constitution. 

(3)  Officers 

a.  Officers  of  the  IOC  shall  be  the  president,  vice  president,  secretary, 
arid  such  other  officers  as  the  IOC  may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

b.  The  president,  vice  president,  and  secretary  shall  be  elected  by  the 
IOC.  with  each  member  organization  entitled  to  one  vote.  The  time, 
rules,  and  procedures  of  these  elections  shall  be  determined  by  law. 

C.  T he  president,  vice  president,  and  secretary  must  ^inve  attained  50 
semester  hours  of  University  credit  prior  to  assuming  office,  and 
must  be  affiliated  with  a member  organization  of  the  IOC. 

d.  .All  other  officers  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  according  to  rules 
established  by  the  IOC. 

Section  III:  Honor  Council 

The  chaiiTiian  of  the  honor  council  shall  be  elected  by  a committee  con- 
sisting of  tlie  Dean  of  Students.  Student  Coordinator.  Chairman  of  the  Facul- 
ty Committee  on  Honor,  incumbent  studentbo<ly  president,  studentbody  presi- 
dent-elect. an  dthe  incumbent  chairman  of  the  honor  council. 

Section  IV:  Publications  ! 

U)  The  editor  and  business  manager  of  the  student  newspaper,  the  e<litor 
and  business  manager  of  the  student  yearbook,  and  the  editor  of  the 
student  magazine  shall  be  chosen  by  members  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  student  publication.

The  way  Elgin  Baylor  and  the 
Los  Angeles  Lakers  are  playing 
of  late,  don’t  be  too  surprised 
if  they  roll  right  over  the  St. 
Louis  Hawks  and  wind  up  in 
the  National  Basketball  Assoc- 
iation’s final  playoff  series. 

BAYLOR,  WHO  averaged  39.4 
points  a game  in  Los  Angeles's 
3-2  western  division  semi-final 
victory  over  the  Detroit  Pistons, 
took  right  up  against  the  St. 
Louis  Hawks  Tuesday  night  in 
the  opening  game  of  the  division 
final  series  by  scoring  44  points. 

The  two  clubs  play  again  to- 
night at  St.  Louis  in  the  second 
game  of  the  best-of-seven  play- 
off to  determine  the  division 
champion.  The  series  shifts  to 
i Los  Angeles  for  the  third  and 
fourth  games,  March  24  and  25. 
and  returns  to  St.  Louis  for  the 
fifth  game,  if  necessary.  March 
27.  The  sixth  game  is  set  for  Los 
Angeles,  March  29.  and  the  sev- 
enth for  St.  Louis,  April  1. 

W’HILE  ON  THE  way  to  his 
fine  scoring  achievement,  Baylor 
tossed  in  four  key  points  in  the 
final  78  seconds  to  put  the  game 
out  of  St.  Louis’  reach.  Jerry 
We^  chipped  in  with  27  points 
for  the  Lakers,  while  Bob  Pettit 
paced  the  Hawks  with  28. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  eastern  div- 
ision final  playoff  series,  the 
Syracuse  Nationals,  paced  by 
“old  pro”  Dolph  Schayes,  hustled 
to  a 115-98  victory  over  the  de- 
fending champion  Boston  Celtics 
to  even  the  series  at  one  victory 
apiece.

Tenth-,  president,  vice  president,  senator  .or  class  executive  officers. 
(2)  No  student  may  hold  concurrently  more  than  one  of  the  above  positions, 
or  a judicial  position,  or  a presidential  position  established  under  this 
constitution,  or  a position  of  membership  in  the  /IMS  or  /ITFS  Coun- 
cils. 

Section  II:  General  Qualifications 

All  candidates  for  all  elective  offices  under  this  constitution  and  all 
justices  must  possess  an  accumulative  grade  point  average  of  2.5  for  all  Uni- 
versity credit  or  a 3.0  grade  point  average  for  tJie  one  semester  prior  to  as- 
suming office. 

ARTICLE  X— RECALL 

A studentbody  officer,  class  officer,  or  justice,  after  a fair  hearing  be- 
fore the  senate,  may  be  recalled  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the  senate 
as  a result  of  an  acts  or  acts  incompatible  with  the  standards  or  laws 
of  Brigham  Young  University. 

(2)  When  a studentbody  president  or  vice  president  is  tried,  the  chief  jus- 
tice of  the  supreme  court  shall  preside  over  the  hearing. 

(3)  Failure  by  any  officer  under  this  constitution  to  maintain  a 2.0  grade 
point  averse  for  subjects  taken  while  in  office  shall  result  in  auto- 
matic dismissal  from  office. 

ARTICLE  XI— AMENDMENTS 

(1)  Amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  initiated  by  a concurring  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  senators  or  by  petitions  presented  to  the  senate 
signed  by  ten  percent  of  the  members  of  the  studentbody. 

(2)  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be  published  in  the  student  newspaper 
and  posted  on  conspicuous  bulletin  boards  ten  school  days  prior  to  the 
date  that  amendments  are  submitted  to  the  studentbody  for  ratification. 

• (3)  The  senate  shall  call  and  publicize  forum  for  the  discussion  of  proposed 
amendments.  This  forum  shall  be  held  more  than  ten  school  days  prior 
to  submittal  for  ratification. 

Amendments  shall  become  a part  of  this  constitution  upon  a concurring 
vote  of  a majority  of  those  voting  at  a balloting  where  twenty-five  per 
cent  or  more  of  the  studentbody  votes. 

ARTICLE  XII— INITIATIVE  AND  REFERENDUM 
Any  bill  signed  l)y  two  per  cent  of  the  studentbody  may  be  submitted 
to  the  senate.  In  this  event  the  senate  shall  consider  and  vote  on  the 
bill  in  the  same  manner  as  would  be  done  with  a bill  originating  in 
the  senate. 

Any  member  or  members  of  the  studentbody  may  submit  a petition  to 
the  senate  signed  by  five  per  cent  of  the  studentbody  to  cause  a bill 
to  be  submitted  to  the  studentbody  for  referendum.  The  bill  shall  be- 
come a law  upon  a concurring  vote  of  a majority  of  those  voting  at  a 
balloting  where  fifteen  per  cent  or  more  of  the  studentbody  votes. 

article  XIII SLTVIMER  SCHOOL 

Summer  School  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  students  attending  sum- 
mer school.  They  shall  have  the  authority  to  establish  and  supervise  activi- 
ties carried  out  during  the  Summer  term  e.xcept  that  they  shall  have  no 
jurisdiction  over  activities  occurring  during  the  summer  term  which  have 
previously  been  assigned  to  be  carried  out  under  the  jurisdiction  ol  the  stu- 
dentbody president  elected  under  Article  III  of  this  constitution.  The  tenure 
of  Summer  School  officers  shall  be  for  the  duration  of  the  summer  term 
during  which  they  are  elected.  The  senate  may  by 'law  establish  the  offices 
and  procedures  for  election  of  these  officers  and  may  also  designate  duties 
to  be  performed  by  these  officers. 

ARTICLE  XIV— RATIFICATION 

Ratification  of  this  constitution  shall  be  accomi^lished  by  a concurring 
vote  of  a majority  of  those  voting  at  a balloting  of  the  studentbody. 

ARTICLE  XV— OATH  OF  JUSTICE 
All  officers  under  this  constitution  shall  take  the  following  oath  of  of- 
fice upon  installation: 

’I do  promise  to  accept  the  duties  and  responsibilities 

of  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University 

(or  class  or  organization)  and  to  perform  them  to  the 

best  of  my  ability;  to  uphold  and  enforce  the  provision  of  the  constitution 
o fthe  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University;  to  live  in  accord- 
ance with  and  encourage  the  standards  of  the  University;  to  be  honest  in 
the  financial  matters  of  the  I.'niversity  and  of  the  Associated  Students;  (pr 

class  or  organization)  to  encourage  a spirit  of  democracy 

and  friendliness  among  students;  and  to  maintain  a creditable  scholastic 
average  in  my  academic  work.”
